What  does  it  mean  to  be  a  Trustee? 
It  means  a  few  simple  things. 


First,  to  love  the  outdoors.  Second,  to  love  the  charms 
of  New  England.  Third,  to  want  to  celebrate  and 
protect  them,  tor  everyone,  forever. 

Clearly,  this  is  not  an  exclusive  club,  and  it  extends 
tar  beyond  our  100,000  members.  And  that's  what 
we  mean  when  we  say  we  are  all  Trustees:  We  share 
these  ideals  with  millions  of  people  across  the  state, 
just  as  we  all  share  the  responsibility  of  caring  for 
our  landscapes  for  generations  to  come. 

This  annual  report  celebrates  the  many  different 
people  who  are  moving  our  mission  forward,  some 
of  them  Trustees  with  a  capital  "T"  and  some  of 
them  trustees  by  love  and  inclination.  Some  of  them 
are  volunteers,  like  the  Lawrence  residents  who've 
braved  a  lot  of  water  and  muck  to  clean  out  the 
Spicket  River.  Some  of  them  are  landowners,  like 
farmer  Ed  Watroba,  who  have  protected  special  spots 
by  donating  land  or  a  Conservation  Restriction.  And 
some  of  them  are  just  particularly  good  at  expressing 


their  enjoyment  of  what's  been  saved,  like 
the  many  community  members  who  came 
to  Mrs.  Norris's  95th  birthday  party  this 
past  year  to  thank  her  for  her  glorious  land 
on  the  North  River,  which  became  the  Norris 
Reservation  in  1970. 

One  of  the  most  effective  things  we  can  do 
as  Trustees  is  to  inspire  people  -  many  more 
people  -  to  preserve  their  own  special  places. 
1  hope  the  stories  told  in  this  report  inspire 
you,  as  they  have  inspired  me.

Last  year,  The  Trustees  launched  a  new 
strategic  plan  with  so  much  enthusiasm 
that  we  have  to  keep  telling  ourselves 
that  this  is  a  marathon,  not  a  sprint. 


In  just  this  first  year  of  our  ten-year  journey,  we 
opened  three  new  reservations.  And  this  fall,  we're 
looking  forward  to  cutting  the  ribbon  at  our  100th 
reservation,  Cormier  Woods  in  Uxbridge. 

However,  we  are  keenly  aware  that  our  100  properties 
are  not  ends  in  themselves;  they  are  a  means  of 
inspiring  passion  in  people  for  the  larger  landscape 
around  them.  Even  a  single  passionate  person  can  be 
a  powerful  force  against  over-development,  environ- 
mental destruction,  and  urban  disinvestment. 

So,  we've  focused  intently  on  another  strategic  goal 
in  order  to  accelerate  our  land  conservation  efforts 
in  the  decade  ahead:  that  of  engaging  new  partners, 
particularly  among  the  state's  many  city  dwellers. 
At  the  same  time,  we  are  extremely  fortunate  to  have 
the  continued  friendship  of  our  long-time  supporters, 
who  are  more  committed  than  ever. 


Many  hopeful  trends  are  arising  from  this  increas- 
ingly diverse  coalition.  We  see  rising  numbers  of 
people  eager  to  roll  up  their  sleeves  and  volunteer, 
as  well  as  more  people  with  the  courage  to  act  on 
their  own,  whether  guerilla  gardening  in  an  urban 
neighborhood  or  chasing  just  the  right  mechanism 
to  preserve  the  family  farm. 

With  one  million  Massachusetts  acres  threatened 
with  development,  The  Trustees'  mission  is  more 
urgent  than  ever.  Fortunately,  we  are  meeting 
fantastic  allies,  both  new  and  old,  at  every  turn.

PRESIDENT 
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WE    LOVE  THE  OUTDOORS 

Mary  Ann  Richardson's  resume  does  not  suggest 
tremendous  spare  time  for  the  great  outdoors. 


THIS  GRANDMOTHER  OF  THREE  WORKS 
PART-TIME  AT  COOLEY  DICKINSON  HOSPITAL, 

goes  OUt  on  ambulance  calls  as  an  Emergency  Medical 
Technician,  and  teaches  first  aid  and  CFR.  When  you 
ask  her  why,  after  all  that,  she  then  volunteers  to 
Strap  on  racing  skis  five  days  a  week  all  winter  long 
to  run  the  ski  patrol  at  Notchview,  you  get  a  very 
simple  answer:  love. 

"I  tell  in  love  with  the  place,"  says  Mary  Ann, 
who  first  saw  Notchview  when  she  brought  her  son 
to  a  cross-country  skiing  event  there.  To  Mary  Ann, 
Notchview's  long,  snowy  views  and  miles  of  trails 
add  up  to  the  most  beautiful  Nordic  ski  area  in  New 
England.  A  skier  since  childhood,  she  revels  in  the 
solitude  offered  by  Notchview's  3,108  acres,  but  she 
also  adores  the  company  she  found  there.  "The 
staff  always  makes  you  feel  at  home,  and  I  love 
the  community  of  cross-country  skiers,  the  most 
family-oriented,  healthy  people  in  the  world." 

No  question,  there  is  a  special  camaraderie  at 
Notchview,  and  it's  expressed  in  many  ways,  including 
an  annual  Bread  'n'  Jam  Race,  where  recreational 
skiers  who  laughingly  invoke  the  Moose  Rule  (10 
minutes  off  your  time  if  a  moose  crosses  your  path) 
and  former  Olympians  alike  compete  for  baked 
goods.  It  doesn't  matter  that  Notchview  is  somewhat 
remote;  it  generates  a  slew  of  new  memberships  for 


The  Trustees,  and  friendships  so  close  that  whenever 
conditions  prove  better  than  expected,  the  regulars 
are  instantly  on  the  phone  to  spread  the  word. 

The  truth  is  that  many  of  Western  Massachusetts' 
most  serious  cross-country  skiers  are  like  Mary  Ann  - 
just  wildly  grateful  for  Notchview's  low-cost,  no-hassle 
ski  experience  and  for  the  sheer  expanse  of  the  place. 
"You  can  feel  like  a  gerbil  on  a  wheel  at  other  ski 
areas,"  says  Superintendent  Jim  Caffrey.  "But  the 
trails  here  really  mean  something.  They  go  places." 

Notchview  clearly  has  everything,  but  until  four 
years  ago,  it  did  not  have  a  safety  net.  Many  Nordic 
ski  areas  make  do  without  a  ski  patrol,  but  Jim  began 
to  be  uncomfortable  with  that  after  he  rescued  a  skier 
who  was  "getting  shocky"  from  pain  and  slipping  off 
into  unconsciousness.  Then  came  an  Eastern  Cup 
Race  where  a  layer  of  ice  underneath  the  snow 
resulted  in  a  series  of  accidents.  After  watching  Mary 
Ann  offer  first  aid,  it  became  obvious  to  everyone 
that  she  was  the  person  to  take  charge. 

With  the  team  of  super-fast  and  highly  trained 
patrollers  she's  built,  Mary  Ann  makes  every  skier  at 
Notchview  feel  more  secure.  However,  that  is  only 
one  reason  among  many  why  she's  a  beloved  member 
of  the  Notchview  family.  She's  also  the  best  possible 
advocate  for  cross-country  skiing,  preventing  injuries 
by  giving  beginners  impromptu  lessons  on  the  trails  - 
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and  giving  them  the  idea  that  if  they  continue  to 
enjoy  the  outdoors,  they  may  be  just  as  fast  and  fit 
as  she  is  when  they  are  grandparents. 

To  Mary  Ann,  the  time  she  puts  in  at  Notchview 
is  part  of  a  much  larger  effort  that  includes  The 
Trustees  and  the  entire  community  of  skiers  in 
Western  Massachusetts:  Together,  they  are  taking 
care  of  the  land  and  the  people  who  love  it  in  order  to 
introduce  future  generations  to  the  magic  of  gliding 
across  a  snowy  landscape. 


As  for  what  the  experience  of  Notchview's  trails 
means  to  Mary  Ann,  she  says,  "If  you  want  your 
breath  taken  away,  just  try  skiing  down  a  beautiful 
hillside  with  a  deer  bounding  in  front  of  you.  Every 
day  you're  out  there,  you  are  so  glad  that  you're  alive 
to  do  this." 


Think  snow. 

Dazzling  blue  skies  frame  a  snowy 
spruce  grove  at  Notchview  in 
Windsor,  where  beginners  and 
Olympic  hopefuls  ski  side  by  side. 
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There's  a  party  down  by  the  river, 
and  it  lasts  all  summer  long. 


BRING  THE  KIDS  AND  WALK,  BIKE,  OR  RIDE  THE  T  - 
THERE  ARE  MOVIES  UNDER  THE  STARS,  KITE  FLYING, 

concerts,  and  canoe  trips,  and  none  of  it  costs  a  penny.  But 
he  prepared  lor  one  surprise  alter  another,  because  you  will 
nev  er  look  at  the  city  the  same  way  again. 

Since  1995,  Trustees  affiliate  Boston  Natural  Areas  Network 
(BNAN)  has  been  pulling  out  all  the  stops  for  this  party,  the 
Neponset  River  Greenway  Festival,  with  one  goal  in  mind: 
to  get  Boston  residents  to  see  the  Neponset  with  new  eyes. 

For  hundreds  of  years,  people  in  the  adjacent  city  neigh- 
borhoods and  the  Town  of  Milton  had  turned  their  backs 
to  the  river,  sections  of  which  had  been  used  to  power 
industry  from  the  17th  century  on.  Yet  parts  of  the  urban 
Neponset  are  so  natural,  they  resemble  Vermont.  Parts, 
lined  with  great  old  mills,  are  as  historic  as  the  Old  North 
Church.  And  the  whole  river  reveals  that  city  living  and 
the  great  outdoors  don't  have  to  be  mutually  exclusive  - 
especially  now  that  BNAN,  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR),  volunteers,  and 
partners  are  making  the  dream  of  a  10-mile  long  corridor 
of  trails  and  parks  along  the  Neponset  a  reality. 

Today,  the  Greenway  invites  people  to  the  sparkling 
waterfront  to  canoe,  to  bike  along  the  old  railroad  bed, 
and  to  picnic  in  Pope  John  Paul  II  Park,  which  rose  out 
of  the  ashes  of  a  dump.  In  2008,  the  state  committed  $5 
million  to  DCR  for  implementation  of  the  second  phase  of 
its  Neponset  River  Reservation  Master  Plan,  the  river  trail 
and  new  parks  will  soon  spread  westward  from  Central 
Avenue  to  Great  Blue  Hill's  Fowl  Meadow.  The  neighbor- 
hoods around  the  Greenway  are  being  transformed,  and 
the  Greenway  Festival  is  turning  into  sheer  celebration. 

The  river  hasn't  just  been  rethought  -  it's  being 
re-experienced,  and  the  experience  is  joyful. 


A  PLACE  TO  PUSH  OFF  AND  ENJOY  THE  NEPONSET 
RIVER  AS  IF  IT  WERE  YOUR  OWN  PRIVATE  POOL? 

If  you  were  as  generous  as  George  and  Nancy  Bates, 
you  would  share  the  peace.  And  that  is  how  the  1 50- 
acre  oasis  in  Canton  called  Signal  Hill  became  The 
Trustees'  98th  reservation  this  past  year. 

George  first  bought  land  there  in  1962  as  a  business 
location,  which  proved  to  be  a  happy  choice,  given 
what  an  avid  canoer  he  is:  He  and  his  son  keep  a 
canoe  in  their  office  next  to  Signal  Hill  for  impromptu 
cruises  during  the  workday.  And  George  Bates  may 
well  wind  up  as  the  patron  saint  of  paddlers  in  the 
area,  many  of  whom  were  shut  out  of  the  Neponset 


until  now.  While  Canton  is  a  natural  stopping-off 
point  in  the  middle  of  Fowl  Meadow  for  canoeists 
and  kayakers  heading  upriver  or  down,  there  was 
simply  no  access  there. 

When  the  Bates  family  decided  to  give  Signal  Hill 
to  the  public,  they  visited  properties  maintained  by 
governments  and  other  nonprofits  before  settling  on 
The  Trustees  as  the  people  who  would  best  care  for  it. 
Now,  The  Trustees  are  welcoming  recreational  paddlers 
with  weekend  canoe  rentals  and  guided  river  tours. 

How  does  it  feel,  suddenly  seeing  other  boats  on 
his  section  of  the  river?  George  Bates'  answer  is 
simple  but  heartfelt:  "I  like  to  see  it.  It  feels  great." 


A  river  runs  through  it. 

The  Neponset  River  flows  29  miles 
from  its  headwaters  in  Foxborough  to 
the  mouth  of  Dorchester  Bay.  Along 
the  way,  there's  plenty  to  do,  from 
paddling  near  Signal  Hill  in  Canton 
(above)  to  flying  kites  at  Pope  John 
Paul  II  Park  in  Dorchester  (left). 
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A  trail  with  a  tale. 


"Quests,"  such  as  the  one  being 
enjoyed  here  by  a  mother  and  son 
team  at  Long  Point  Wildlife  Refuge 
on  Martha's  Vineyard,  are  a  delightful 
way  for  parents  and  kids  to  experi- 
ence Trustees  properties.  Questers 
follow  rhyming  clues  to  a  "quest 
box,"  where  they  stamp  a  journal  and 
jot  down  the  adventures  they've  had 
along  the  way.  The  reason  Quests  are 
so  fun?  Because  their  authors  are 
community  members  who  know 
where  all  the  treasure  is  found  in 
these  special  places. 
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IN  PART,  THIS  IS  BECAUSE  THE  CAPTIVATING 
MABEL  CHOATE  LEFT  HER  FAMILY'S  BERKSHIRE 
summer  cottage  to  The  Trustees  the  day  that  she  died 
in  1958,  with  her  whole  way  of  life  left  intact  inside. 
In  part,  it's  because  people  like  Historic  Resources 
Manager  Will  Garrison  are  such  thoughtful  conser- 
vators that  they  pay  attention  even  to  the  labels  in 
linen  closets  indicating  Miss  Choate's  massage  towels. 

"Oh,  Naumkeag,  it  represents  the  absolute  best  of 
The  Trustees!"  exclaims  Bill  Clendaniel,  the  retiring 
president  of  Cambridge's  Mount  Auburn  Cemetery, 


an  authority  on  historic  preservation,  and  a  guiding 
voice  at  The  Trustees  for  three  decades.  "That  fantastic 
house  and  that  fantastic  landscape  in  combination!" 
Indeed,  thanks  to  the  Gilded  Age  house  designed  by 
architects  McKim,  Mead  &  White  and  the  playful 
modernistic  gardens  created  by  landscape  architect 
Fletcher  Steele,  Naumkeag  was  designated  a  National 
Historic  Landmark  in  2007,  the  fifth  Trustees  property 
to  be  so  honored. 

It's  the  combination  that  makes  The  Trustees  unique, 
the  fact  that  we  protect  both  open  land  and  historic

houses,  not  to  mention  their  furniture,  teacups,  tool 
sheds,  and  gardens.  "How  can  you  separate  them?" 
Clendaniel  asks.  "Land  preservation,  historic  conser- 
vation; I  never  sorted  out  the  differences." 

It's  just  this  cheerfully  holistic  view  that  he 
brought  to  The  Trustees  as  its  deputy  director  from 
1979  through  1988,  and  that  made  his  20-year  lead- 
ership at  Mount  Auburn  so  successful.  It's  a  mindset 
that  can  be  traced  back  to  Woodstock,  Vermont, 
where  Clendaniel  grew  up  having  the  free  run  of 
umpteen  unspoiled  acres  near  a  village  distinguished 
by  its  beautiful  antique  houses.  When  you  ask 
Clendaniel  why  it's  important  that  our  architectural 
and  cultural  heritage  be  preserved,  he  instantly 
considers  those  kids  having  less  idyllic  childhoods 
than  he  did. 

"Today,  it's  largely  institutions  like  The  Trustees 
that  supply  places  where  children  can  run  across  a 
field  or  smell  new-mown  hay.  We  also  have  to  teach 
them  to  read  those  landscapes.  The  richness  of  a 
place  for  the  present  is  in  its  past."  The  nine  historic 
house  museums  overseen  by  The  Trustees  not  only 
each  illuminate  an  era,  together  they  illuminate  the 
history  of  the  nation,  and  in  a  more  compelling  way 
than  any  fourth-grade  classroom  ever  did. 

Of  course,  there  are  challenges  inherent  in  inter- 
preting those  houses  to  itchy  ten-year-olds  and  their 
families.  To  Bill's  mind,  the  answer  comes  down  to 
one  word:  people.  "What  really  resonates  are  stories. 
Naumkeag  without  the  Choates  would  be  sterile." 
Director  of  Historic  Resources  Susan  Edwards 
agrees.  "People  go  to  see  historic  houses  for  the  same 
reason  they  go  to  real  estate  open  houses.  They  are 
fascinated  by  the  way  that  other  people  live." 


It  also  takes  really  good  people  to  tell  those  stories 
well  -  historians  able  to  see  the  humanity  in  a  collec- 
tion of  old  invoices,  conservators  with  a  keen  aesthetic 
sense,  horticulturalists  who  coax  old  planting  plans 
into  life,  interpretive  guides  who  emphasize  narratives 
over  decor.  At  Naumkeag,  their  efforts  have  been  so 
successful  that  visitors  do  more  than  just  learn  about 
the  Choates.  They  share  the  Choates'  experience  of 
their  summer  home. 

"It  was  a  place  of  respite  for  the  family,"  says 
Will  Garrison.  "We  want  it  to  be  that  for  visitors." 

So  the  veteran  staff  offers  a  relaxed  welcome, 
and  the  famous  gardens  are  open  to  wandering. 
The  unpretentious  house,  the  views  of  Monument 
Mountain,  the  cool  summer  breezes  are  all  beguiling. 
And  there  is  such  attention  to  atmospheric  detail 
here  that  the  fields  below  the  house  are  lent  to  a 
local  farmer's  cattle,  so  visitors  see  the  same  view 
the  Choates  once  did,  picnicking  under  the  old  oak 
1 25  years  ago. 

From  the  hill  on  which  Naumkeag  stands, 
this  no  longer  feels  like  historic  preservation. 
It's  just  enchantment. 


Visionary,  advocate,  storyteller. 

Bill  Clendaniel  is  the  recipient  of  the  Charles 
Eliot  Award  for  his  lifelong  commitment  to 
preserving  and  interpreting  the  Massachusetts 
landscape.  Says  Clendaniel,  The  richness  of  a 
place  for  the  present  is  in  its  past." 


"IT  WAS  SO  WONDERFUL  FOR  PEOPLE  TO  GET  AWAY 
FROM  THE  INDUSTRIAL  PART  OF  TOWN,  EVEN  JUST 
to  stroll  through  this  lovely,  peaceful  place,"  says  Betty,  who  at 
age  40  is  widely  known  as  Walpole's  unoffical  town  historian. 

Back  then,  Walpole  was  a  busy  mill-town,  with  factories 
lining  the  Neponset  River.  Today,  Walpole  is  a  bedroom 
community,  but  the  89  acres  at  Francis  William  Bird  Bark 
are  as  much  of  a  focal  point  for  town  life  as  ever.  They  still 
offer  a  spirit-lightening  escape,  if  not  from  the  grinding  noise 
of  the  mills,  then  from  the  grind  of  the  commute.  They  are 
still  a  joyful  gathering  place  where  an  entire  town  comes 
together  for  concerts,  fairs,  and  digging  in  the  sandbox 
with  the  kids. 

Created  by  Walpole  industrialist  Charles  Sumner  Bird,  Sr., 
a  strikingly  civic-minded  man,  the  park  was  designed  by 
pioneering  city  planner  John  Nolen  as  "a  sequestered  breathing 
space  in  the  heart  of  East  Walpole."  The  naturalistic  landscape 
includes  more  than  three  miles  of  walking  paths  past  ponds, 
trees,  and  streams  spanned  by  granite  bridges.  It  also  includes 
an  unusually  large  number  of  gates  that  shout  "welcome." 

By  2003,  however,  the  founders'  grandchildren,  Charles 
Bird  and  his  cousin  Anne  Bird,  worried  that  the  park  was 
being  neglected  and  persuaded  The  Trustees  to  take  over  its 
management.  Today,  Bird  Park  is  unique  among  The  Trustees' 
historic  landscapes  as  a  bustling  town  park.  Over  the  past 
year,  The  Trustees  have  been  working  to  bring  the  park  back 
to  its  full  potential,  beginning  a  careful  restoration  of  its 
signature  features,  including  the  cast-iron  fence  that  surrounds 
the  park  and  a  unique,  patterned  concrete  pathway  that 
winds  through  it.  And  the  park  itself  is  livelier  than  ever. 

If  you  ask  Charles  Bird  what  this  legacy  means  to  the 
people  of  Walpole  today,  you'll  get  a  short,  funny,  but 
very  accurate  answer:  "A  lot!" 


GROUNDWORK  IS  A  NATIONWIDE  NETWORK 
OF    NONPROFITS    SUPPORTED    BY  THE 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  and  the  National 
Park  Service.  By  creating  meaningful  ways  for  people 
to  create  positive  change,  Groundwork  Lawrence 
and  Groundwork  Somerville  inspire  hope,  connect 
residents  with  their  neighbors,  and  cultivate  collective 
ownership  of  their  cities'  past,  present,  and  future. 

"Lawrence  is  an  old  mill-town  with  a  legacy  of  indus- 
trial pollution,"  says  Groundwork  Lawrence  Executive 
Director  Kate  O'Brien,  "but  that  doesn't  mean  that 
we  shouldn't  expect  more." 

Groundwork  Lawrence  has  inspired  a  lot  of  local 
residents  -  including  hundreds  of  high  school 
students  -  to  roll  up  their  sleeves  and  rebuild  their 
city  into  something  better.  Since  2002,  Groundwork 
has  organized  residents,  community  groups  and 
businesses  who  have  pulled  77  tons  of  illegally 


dumped  debris  out  of  the  Spicket  River.  Creating  a 
sense  of  stewardship  like  this  is  a  remarkable  achieve- 
ment, especially  in  one  of  the  state's  poorest  cities, 
traditionally  a  first  stop  for  waves  of  recent  immigrants. 

While  Groundwork  Lawrence  helps  its  residents 
create  parks,  trails,  and  gardens,  Groundwork 
Somerville  is  redefining  environmental  education. 
"Some  of  our  young  people  are  learning  about  the 
impacts  of  eating  locally,  while  others  in  our  Green 
Team  program  are  learning  hands-on  how  to  build 
green  roofs  -  and  to  lead  the  way  in  the  new  green 
economy,"  says  Executive  Director  Jennifer  Lawrence. 
"At  the  same  time,  our  projects  continue  to  catalyze 
Somerville's  sustainable  redevelopment  trend." 

"Our  densely-developed  cities  are  efficient,"  says 
Kale  O'Brien.  "But  more  green  space  will  help  them 
become  the  sustainable  cities  of  the  future."

Since  the  Norris  Reservation 
is  right  in  the  heart  of  town,  it's  a  spot  many  residents 
enjoy  every  day. 

But  the  townspeople  worried  that  Mrs.  Norris's 
generosity  had  never  been  properly  acknowledged. 
Then  Betsy  and  Ralph  Gordon,  who'd  also  donated 
land  to  the  reservation,  heard  that  their  neighbor 
would  soon  be  turning  95,  and  the  idea  of  a  birthday 
party  dawned. 


Dozens  of  people  helped  Betsy  organize  a 
celebration  at  the  reservation,  contributing  food, 
flowers,  music,  time,  and  money  for  a  permanent 
maintenance  fund.  Hundreds  wrote  cards  explaining 
how  much  the  reservation  means  to  them.  The 
weather  was  glorious,  and  an  enormous  happy 
crowd  gathered  to  tell  the  delightful  and  delighted 
Mrs.  Norris  just  how  much  she'd  added  to  the  life 
ol  their  town. 
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"I'M  just  one  guy,"  says  ED  watroba  about 

THE  FIGHT  TO  SAVE  THE  LAND  THAT  HIS  FAMILY 

has  farmed  for  three  generations.  "It's  felt  like  me 
against  the  world." 

Ed  owns  one  of  the  last  large  farms  in  the  city  of 
Pittsfield,  a  piece  of  property  that  for  years  has  been 
eyed  by  developers  and  politicians  alike.  When  he 
told  the  city  that  he  didn't  want  to  sell  his  land  for 
an  airport  expansion,  the  city  -  which,  like  many 
communities  in  Massachusetts,  is  struggling  to  strike 
a  balance  between  economic  development  and  open 
space  protection  -  threatened  to  seize  it  by  eminent 
domain. 

Ed  grows  vegetables  and  flowers  that  he  sells  locally. 
He  is  so  committed  to  farming  that  after  long  days  in 
his  fields,  he  works  nights  as  a  school  bus  mechanic 
just  to  pay  the  bills.  For  a  number  of  years  now  those 
bills  have  included  attorney's  fees  as  he  struggled  to 
hang  onto  his  legacy  and  his  livelihood. 
Finally,  worn  down,  he  sold  the  city  76  acres.  "I  wasn't 
interested  in  the  money,"  Ed  sighs.  "I  wanted  to  keep 
the  land  so  I  can  continue  farming." 

Ed  immediately  began  exploring  ways  to  perma- 
nently protect  his  remaining  114  acres  and  decided 
The  Trustees  were  the  allies  who  could  help  him.  In 
2007,  he  donated  a  Conservation  Restriction  that 
will  help  to  ensure  that  agriculture  doesn't  become 
a  thing  of  the  past  in  Pittsfield.  Instead,  it's  now  a 
part  of  the  city's  future. 

Yes,  Ed  is  just  one  guy.  But  he's  proven  that  just 
one  guy,  if  he's  determined  enough,  can  save  both  a 
landscape  and  a  way  of  life. 


BY  "MISSING,"  LESLEE  ROBB  MEANS,  OF  COURSE, 
DEVELOPED,  AN  ALMOST  UNIMAGINABLE  BLOW 
to  the  scenic  beauty  of  Concord,  where  the  Robbs' 
Pippin  Tree  Farm  graces  a  prominent  spot  at  a  bend 
in  historic  Monument  Street. 

"We  saw  other  farms  on  the  street  broken  up 
when  their  owners  died,"  Leslee  explains,  "and  we 
didn't  like  the  big  houses  that  replaced  them."  Her 
husband,  Russell  Robb,  simply  couldn't  allow  that  to 
happen  to  land  that  had  been  in  his  family  for  nearly 
100  years,  a  history-soaked  place  where  Emerson  had 
picnicked  and  the  Concord  Grape  was  first  grown. 

In  2007,  the  Robbs  made  sure  that  their  open 
fields  will  forever  offer  a  refreshing  sight  to  people 
emerging  from  town,  as  well  as  a  rare  patch  of  grass- 
land for  the  wildlife  that  thrives  there:  They  donated 
a  Conservation  Restriction  to  The  Trustees. 


Conservation  Restrictions  (CRs)  fall  outside 
The  Trustees'  visible  model  of  protecting  land  by 
purchasing  it.  But  with  one  million  Massachusetts 
acres  vulnerable  to  development,  CRs  allow  The 
Trustees  and  other  organizations  to  expand  their 
conservation  reach  by  protecting  properties  that 
are  still  maintained  by  private  owners. 

They  also  create  powerful  new  allies  like  the 
Robbs.  Of  course,  the  Robbs  were  already  heroes  at 
The  Trustees  a  decade  ago,  when  then  helped  to  save 
the  1,200-acre  Estabrook  Woods  that  borders  their 
property  by  conserving  73  acres  of  Pippin  Tree's 
woods  with  the  federal  Forest  Legacy  Program. 

Leslee  brushes  aside  all  such  praise,  as  if  closing 
the  gate  to  developers  is  the  most  natural  thing 
in  the  world:  "We  can  tell  the  farm  is  important. 
We  see  more  photographers  here!"

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SENIOR    MANAGEMENT  TEAM  REPORT 


This  has  been  a  year  all  about  people. 


FROM  A  LIVELY  FALL  WEEKEND  IN  BOSTON  WITH 
BOSTON   NATURAL  AREAS  NETWORK,  TO  A 
record-breaking  Land  Conservation  Conference  in 
Worcester  with  the  Massachusetts  Land  Trust 
Coalition,  we've  been  making  new  friends  and 
strengthening  old  ties,  growing  the  circle  of  people 
who  care  about  conservation. 

Our  strategic  plan  has  spawned  new  ways  of  doing 
things,  and  staff  and  volunteers  are  finding  creative 
ways  to  accomplish  our  goals,  together.  For  example, 
we  have  established  interdisciplinary  teams  charged 
with  implementing  the  strategic  plan  in  each  of  our 
six  regions.  And,  at  last  September's  board  meeting, 
we  created  a  staff/board  task  force  on  volunteerism. 
Their  report,  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  September  2008,  makes  recommendations  on 
volunteer  training,  tracking,  and  rewards,  with  the  goal 
of  reaching  300,000  volunteer  hours  a  year  by  2017. 

We  have  also  diversified  the  ways  we  conserve 
land,  and  are  seeking  new  partners  with  whom  to 
share  the  effort.  With  the  IRS's  extension  of  tax 
incentives  for  Conservation  Restrictions  (CRs),  we 
completed  several  significant  projects  with  private 
landowners  at  year-end.  We  are  now  close  to  protecting 
as  much  land  through  CRs  as  we  are  by  fee. 

Nonetheless,  our  reservation  system  continued 
to  grow  with  the  addition  of  three  properties  in 
the  Neponset  River  Valley.  The  demand  for  programs 
is  growing,  too,  and  we  have  seen  a  10%  growth 
in  membership. 


Effective  communication  is  critical  to  all  of  these 
efforts.  This  spring,  our  publications  team  received 
several  prestigious  national  awards  for  our  magazine 
and  annual  report.  We  also  launched  a  new  website, 
www.ConservationCommon.org,  to  help  conservation 
volunteers  and  professionals  share  ideas  and  information. 

As  we  go  to  press,  the  Governor  has  just  signed 
Massachusetts'  largest  environmental  bond,  a  terrific 
investment  in  the  Commonwealth's  future.  With 
long-term  state  support,  and  our  own  innovative 
programs  in  partnership  with  private  landowners, 
towns,  and  state  agencies,  we  are  using  the  full  range 
of  tools  available  for  conserving  special  places. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  our  colleagues, 
Board  and  volunteer  leadership,  and  the  thousands 
of  volunteers  and  supporters  who  are  working  with 
such  dedication  to  preserve  the  best  of  Massachusetts, 
for  everyone,  forever.

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LAST  YEAR'S  SUNNY  SUMMER  KICKED  OFF 
ANOTHER    STRONG  YEAR    OF  FINANCIAL 
growth  for  The  Trustees.  A  promising  start  to  our 
membership  campaign,  continued  growth  in  donor 
support,  and  sound  financial  management  resulted 
in  a  surplus,  in  spite  of  the  challenges  of  rising  costs, 
particularly  energy,  which  affects  everything  from 
travel  to  postage. 

During  Fiscal  2008  (which  ended  March  31), 
The  Trustees  generated  a  surplus  of  $405,000  from 
operations  -  a  13%  increase  over  Fiscal  2007.  An 
operating  surplus  allows  us  to  invest  in  captial 
projects  and  other  strategic  initiatives.  With  growth 
in  membership,  contributions,  grants,  and  property 
income,  our  operating  revenue  increased  to  $19 
million,  a  growth  rate  of  16%  compared  to  last 
year.  This  strong  increase  exceeded  our  budget 
forecast  for  the  year. 

Our  operating  expenses  were  on  budget  at  $18.7 
million.  These  increased  expenditures  largely  reflect 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  full-  and  part-time  staff, 
but  are  also  a  result  of  higher  fuel  and  energy  costs. 

The  revenue  generated  from  our  investments 
increased  10%  from  Fiscal  2007  to  $5.3  million. 
To  calculate  funds  for  our  operating  budget  from 


investments,  we  apply  a  5%  spending  rate  to  the 
market  value  of  investments  at  the  end  of  the  most 
recent  12  previous  quarters. 

The  Trustees'  total  investments  (including  endow- 
ment) grew  on  a  net  basis  by  $1 1.4  million.  Of  this, 
$6.1  million  was  due  to  new  gifts.  The  remainder  of 
our  increase  was  from  market  appreciation  of  our 
investments,  less  spending  rate  withdrawals.  The  invest- 
ment committee  is  actively  overseeing  the  endowment. 
The  investment  objective  for  the  endowment  is  to 
generate  returns  sufficient  to  meet  the  spending  rate 
of  5%  on  an  inflation-adjusted  basis  without  undue 
exposure  to  risk. 

The  Trustees  benefit  from  diversified  sources  of 
revenues  and  tight  expense  controls.  I'd  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  The  Trustees'  staff  for  their  careful 
stewardship  of  our  financial  resources  and  our 
Finance  and  Administration  staff  in  particular  for 
their  hard  work  and  oversight  of  our  increasingly 
complex  financial  activity.

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A  TALL,  SLENDER,  LOVELY  WOMAN  WITH  A 
GAZE  THAT   IS  ALTERNATELY    GRAVE  AND 
amused,  Mary  Waters  is  described  by  friends  as  "the 
kind  of  person  other  people  confide  in." 

Nonetheless,  it  was  a  passion  for  islands  that 
reeled  Mary  Waters  into  The  Trustees'  orbit.  She'd 
summered  on  an  island  in  the  Chesapeake  Bay  as  a 
child  and  cruised  the  island-strewn  Maine  coast  every 
summer  with  Hugh  in  their  sailboat.  She'd  even  lifted 
endless  rocks  to  build  an  island  in  the  pond  at  their 
longtime  home  in  Manchester.  Today,  retired  in 
Bedford  in  a  cottage  in  the  woods,  she  still  keeps  a 
pair  of  pachysandra  islands  on  her  terrace,  in  a  bowl 
of  water  that  she  jokes  is  her  current  pond. 

Islands  have  always  seemed  magical  to  her,  as  their 
own  peculiar  worlds.  "And  when  you've  had  exposure 
to  islands,  as  I've  been  lucky  enough  to,  you  want  to 
pass  on  that  luck  to  others." 

Retiring  from  her  position  as  College  Counselor  at 
the  Pingree  School  in  1984,  Mary  Waters'  interest  in 
The  Trustees  was  piqued  by  a  particularly  wise  friend, 
who  told  her  that  if  he  were  retiring,  he'd  devote  his 
time  to  The  Trustees.  The  Shepleys  had  been  members 
of  the  organization,  and  often  anchored  at  World's 
End,  the  pristinely  beautiful  peninsula  purchased  by 
The  Trustees  in  1967  after  other  people's  soaring 
visions  for  it  included  concreting  it  over  for  a  nuclear 
power  plant.  They  were  also  impressed  by  the  organi- 
zation's efforts  to  save  Misery  Island,  which  has  now 
survived  various  development  schemes  over  the 
years,  including  plans  to  make  it  an  oil  tank  farm 
and,  later,  a  sewage  treatment  plant. 


So  Mary  Waters  plunged  into  the  world  of  The 
Trustees  headfirst  and  soon  became  one  of  its  great 
leaders  and  advocates,  delighting  in  the  "spirited  and 
interesting"  people  she  met  and  serving  on  the  Board 
and  Executive  Committee.  Hugh,  a  retired  architect, 
also  became  a  pillar  of  The  Trustees,  chairing  the 
Misery  Islands  committee.  But  Hugh  is  too  modest 
to  accept  any  credit  whatsoever.  "It  was  all  you,"  he 
says  to  Mary  Waters. 

"But  you  gave  your  wife  to  The  Trustees!" 

Hugh  laughs.  "That's  right." 

Then  he's  reminded  of  something  else  important 
they  gave  to  The  Trustees:  their  planned  gift  and 
bequest  as  Semper  Virens  Society  members.  "But  you 
were  the  one  who  suggested  doing  it,"  he  protests. 

"I  did,"  she  says  simply.  She  believed  in  it  so 
strongly  that  she  was  the  first  chair  of  The  Semper 
Virens  Society  committee.  "I  believe  in  making  the 
most  of  one's  assets." 

"You  don't  have  to  be  a  Rockefeller  or  Bill  Gates  -" 
Hugh  offers. 

"-  to  help  protect  these  beautiful  places  forever," 
says  Mary  Waters,  finishing  the  sentence  gracefully. 
"It's  such  an  amazing  thing  that  anybody  can  do  and 
with  such  ease." 

True.  But  please  excuse  us  if  we  find  the  Shepleys 
exceptionally  wonderful  nonetheless.
